Many of those who escaped 
had been committed to the institu- I 
tion on their pleas of insanity when 
charged with murders.

Numerous posses, 
including 50 I 
guards of the southern Illinois pen- 
itentiary, adjacent to the hospital, 
police officers 
and citizens, were 


scouring a thick woods north of 
Chester where most of the fugitives 
are believed to be hiding. 
The 


Bluffs skirting the Mississippi river 
nearby affords the criminals many 
secure hiding places. 


Chester, a town of 7,000, and 


farmers nearby received news of 
the escape with terror. The streets 
of Chester are 
deserted and most' 


of the male residents remained up 
all night guarding their homes with 
firearms.

The dead convict is 
William 


Jackson, negro,' who was sentenced 
in Chicago for murder. He was shot 
by a guard shortly after he and 
forty other inmates made their es- 
cape, "ifteen other convicts were 
reported recaptured later. 


The delivery occurred when 227 


convicts who were in the exercise 
yard, a steel wire stockade, sensed 
a moment when their guards were 
relaxing and pounced upon them. 
Ten guards were overpowered. The 
wounded guards are James Denny 
and Ralph Dilday. The latter was i 
badly hacked about the body by one 
of the patients 
who was 
armed 


with a butcher-knife. 
After overpowering the guards, 


the convicts used a wooden bench 
as a'batteringram and hammered a 
hole through "the stockade through | 
which the men poured and fled in 
all directions.

Several other guards were rough- 
ly treated by the convicts and O. S. 
Stufflefield, superintendent of 
the 


institution, suffered a broken arm 
in the battle.

The purpose of this article is to 


present the facts with reference to 
the relative merits of the further 
extension of the well system as 
compared with the development of 
a water supply from Lake Mendota. 
In any case, the water department 
must furnish an abundant supply 
of pure water, and of course, this 
water should be furnished at the 
lowest possible cost1. 


We do not propose to advocate 
tl a development of the lake supply 
but simply to givo all of the facts 
so that the citizens of JVIadison can 
determine for 
themselves 
whir 


supply they want developed.' In a 
previous article I showed that 
i 


the- next year or two -we will neec' 
an additional supply of 4,000,000 
gallons of water, per day. 


The upper curve shown on the 


cut presented herewith shows the 
increase in population according to 
thei government -census for each 
ten year period since 1180, and al- 
so shows the 
probable rate of 


growth of the city up to 1905. 


This curve, in general establishes 


the demand that the water depart- 
ment will be called upon to meet, 
as the rate of consumption of wat- 
er always increases at least as fast 
as the population of a city. The 
lower curve shows the lowering or 
the water plane from 1883 to 1923 
and the probable future lowering 
up to 1950. This curve represents 
the reduction, in supply from the 
wells for the amount of water ob- 
tainable decreases as the water 
plane is lowered. 


With the population curve rising 


rapidly and the water plane curve 
lowering it is apparent that the 
time will come when Madison will 
be forced to obtain at least a por- 
tion of the water Supply from 
Lake Mendota. Some time between 
1940 
and 1950, depending upon the 


rate of growth of Madison and tha 
rate of lowering of the water plane,. 
one well will have to be drilled ev- 
ery year or two to make up for the 
decrease in the water obtained 
from the wells and at least one 
more well will have to be drilled 
to take care of the increased de- 
mand for water due to the growth 
of the city. The absolute necess- 
ity of going to the lake eventually 
is,a fact which I think no one who 
studies the curves can deny. 
In 


fact, when the original plant was 
built it was located near Lake Men- 
dota as it was felt at that time 
that sooner or later Madison would 
have to develop a supply from its 
Lakes. 


The question at issue now is 


whether we shall begin at once to 
develop a lake supply, or wait until 
it is the only possible alternative. 
It must be borne in mind that any 
additional 
expenditures for 
the 


well supply will be used in purchas- 
ing equipment and drilling wells 
which will have no place in the ev- 
entual water works of the city. 


I propose at this time to make 


three 
comparisons 
between 
the 


well and lake supplies in order to 
afford the citizens of Madison the 
proper basis for making a decision 
as to which supply should be de- 
veloped: 


First—A comparison of the lake 


water with well water. 


Second—The comparative cost of 


construction of the two sytems, to- 
gether^ with a comparative cost of 
operation and with a comparison 
of the water rates. 


Third—The comparison of 


two systems with reference to the 
permanent solution of the water 
supply problem. 


The present well water fell on 


the surface of the ground on the 
area of the potsdam sandstone out- 
crop in the vicinity of Wisconsin' 
Rapids, and on the drainage area 
of the Wisconsin River. This water 
has been purified bacteriologically 
by flowing at a very siow rate 
through the sandstone. This flow 
through the sandstone is a natural 
filtration process which produces 
a water free from organic matter 
but very hard because of the mag- 
nesium and calcium salts that have 
been dissolved in it. 


The hardness of the water costs 


the citizens of Madison not le«s 
than $100,000.00 annually for extra 
soap for laboratory and laundry 
purposes, for loss of fuel and cost 
of repairs to water backs, boilers 
and heating sytems due to the for- 
mation of scale, for increased cost 
of installation and maintenance of 
cisterns, water softeners, and dou- 
ble plumbing systems, for the cost 
of soft and satisfactory water pur- 


This lake has a drainage area 
of about 250 square miles, and 
a supply which it is believed 
will equal at least 100,000 acre 
feet per year, and which would 
be sufficient to take care of a 
population of at least one mil- 
lion 
people. 
Lake 
Mendota 


has an area of about 15 square 
miles, and (disregarding rain- 
fail or evaporation) one foot of

The state tax commission has 


issued a statement in explanation 
of the enactment of the recent leg- 
islature designed to conform the 
state statutes to the act of .Con- 
gress authorizing the states to tax 
all real estate of .national banks 
and either to tax the capital stock 
as property or tax the income from 
the bank. 


"Chapter 
39.1'of the 1923 ses- 


sion laws authorizes the assessmeni 
of bunk stock under section 70.37 
of the statutes in substantially the 
same manner as heretofore," the 
statement says. . "In our opinion it 
is effective for that purpose. Un- 
der this statute real estate ownec 
by banks is required to be separ- 
ately assessed in the same manner 
and on the same basis as other rea 
estate; the aggregate value of the 
capital' stock of the bank should 
then be determined based upon cap 
ital surplus and undivided profits 
volumes of business and earnings 
the assessed value of all real estati 
owned by the bank to the extent 
that it entered into the valuation 
of the stock may then be deducted 
from the aggregate stock value; 
the remainder of the stock value 
divided by the number of shares 
oustandirig and the quotient ap- 
plied to the number of shares held 
by each stockholder Tvill give the 
assessment to be made against him 
in the district in which the bank is 
located. 


"Under chapter 391, the assess- 


ment of all real estate owned by 


and section, two of chapter 391 ex- 
elude, private loans from the defin- 
ition:,, of money capital as used in 
;he- federal 'statute,• -but;''includes in- 
vestment companies employed cap- 
ital- in. competition with national 
banks.'-That .statute. ;does.•.not in- 
dicate what companies are preferr- 
ed to' by this term, but jt' is prob- 
ably .'confined ' to . certain %ohd com- 
panies and possibly .building and 
can associations.. Our. law ajready 
requires trust companies to be ass- 
essed in the same, manner as na- 
tional banks. 
Local assessors and 


boards . of review, however, need j 
not. concern themselves with tins | 
provision -of the statutes. 
They [ 


should proceed to assess the stock 
of both state and national banks, 
according to the terms of section 
70.37 of the statutes as amended. 


"The 
act . specifically provides 


that it shall apply to thei assess- 
ment of 1623." In all cases where 
the assessment has not been com- 
pleted and the local board of re- 
view is still in session, bank stock 
should be assessed or the asssess- 
ment thereof corrected according to 
the new law. In districts where the 
board of review has adjourned sine 
die and the original.assessment was 
erroneous for failure to allow-the 
proper deduction of real estate or 
other cause, the tax commission re- 
commends that a conference of the 
assessor, clerk, board of review and 
taxpayer be called, and if they can 
agree to a valuation, the clerk may 
insert the' same on the roll under 
section 70.52 of the statutes."

Mr. Larson, chairman of the special committee appointed to report 


as to who is the duly qualified supervisor from the village of McFmi'land, 
presented the following report: 


GENTLEMEN- : Your committee appointed to inquire into and report H 


to who is the duly qualified supervisor from the village of Mcl-'arland, 
beg leave- to report as follows: 


The certificate of election from said village to the county clerk, re- 


ported T. I. Ottum, as the duly elected -"President and Supervisor," snrl 
giving no other person as elected to the office of supervisor. 


Frank Siggelkow, the supervisor holding at the time of election, has. 


filed a protest with the county clerk, claiming that the ballot, upon which 
said Ottum was elected, was an illegal ballot, inasmuch as it consolidated the 
two offices, and by virtue thereof claims to hold over until a successor 
is duly elected and qualified. 


An opinion from the attorney-general, attached hereto and made a 


part of this report, holds the same view. The question therefore is first as 
to whether or not the county board can go back of the election returns 
and inquire into the legality of the election 


The attorney for Mr. Ottum has called attention to the case of Jones 


vs. Oatking, 86 Wis. 634, in which the supreme court has held under ap- 
parently similar facts, that the person who has the certificate of election 
has the prima facie title to the office, until an adjudication in the matter-is 
made, by the court. 


This case, however, was in relation to the office, clerk of the 


circuit court, and therefore he had no other remedy than a resort to the 
court. The constitution of the United States provides that either house of 
congress shall be the judges of election or they may inquire into the 
qualifications of its members. The legislature of our-state is similarly cm- 
powered and it is the practice, universally in all deliberative bodies. 
We 


therefore feel that the county board has the right to inquire into the 
legality of the election in the instant case. That being conceded, and both 
parties" contending for 'the office having appeared before the committee, 
Mr Ottum by himself and also by attorney, and having practically con- 
ceded the statement of facts contained in the attorney-general's opinion, 
made a part of this report, your committee would respectfully report that 
in its opinion Frank Siggefkow is the legally qualified member of the 
county board: and supervisor lor 
the village of McFarland, until a 


successor has been duly elected and qualified, and bases this opinion upon 
the facts and conclusions contained in the attorney-gencrars report. 
The 


question lias also bcetr raised that Frank Siggelkow has not yet taken the 
oath of office so as to qualify, but your committee is of the opinion that 
that is unnecessary, iu view of" the fact that he simply holds over by reason 
of a failure to elect a successor.

DF.AK SIR: The following facts are restated from your letter and 


the sample official 
village ballot submitted therewith, and your Sup- 


plementary oral statement: 


A caucus was duly held under the provisions of section 5.27, Stats., 


in the village of McKarland to nominate officers of the village, includ- 
ing a president and supervisor, to be voted for at the recent election; the 
caucus by motion, voted to consolidate the offices of president and super- 
visor ; the caucus then nominated ''L" and "O" as candidates for the 
office of president: in preparing the official ballot for the election the 
village clerk placed under the heading "President and Supervisor" the 
names of the said two nominees for president, leaving the usual blank 
line for writing in by the voter of the name of his choice, if any. not 
appearing on the printed ballot; there was no separate heading on the 
ballot for the office of supervisor; "S" was the formerly elected and acting 
supervisor for the village; at the election some of. the voters erased tlie 
words "Supervisor" from the heading "President and Supervisor" on the 
ballot and the name of one of the candidates printed on the ballot 
under that heading ar.d wrote in the name of "S," under the remaining part 
of the heading, namely "President," and marked in the proper place a 
cross after the name so written in, and also wrote in the blank line under 
said heading the word "Supervisor" and after it the name of "S", and 
a " 
the ballot; others prcp^..... 
. . . 


followed by the name of "S" and marking it as last stated without eras- 
ing any part- of said printed heading ; "O" received the highest number of 
votes for "President and Supervisor"; the votes cast at the election were 
canvassed and a certificate of election-as "president and supervisor" was 
duly issued to "0",-who duly filed his oath of office as "president and 
supervisor"; "S" now claims to be 
the legal incumbent of the office of 


supervisor on the ground that no successor to him was legally elected, 
for the reason that the action of the caucus in''attempting to consolidate the 
office of president and supervisor was void and of no effect and that H-.e 
ballot as prepared by the clerk was a void ballot, at least as far as the 
office of supervisor is concerned, because it did not permit the voters to 
vote for candidates for the office of president and supervisor -eparatejy. 


The county clerk asks for your opinion as to which of the two men, 


"O" or "S", is entitled to be entered on his records as the legal incum- 
bent of the office of supervisor for said village' both having demanded of 
him such recognition. 
You arc of the opinion that no supervisor was 


elected to succeed "S" as such officer and that the latter therefore is en- 
titled to the office and to his seat on the county board as the representative 
of said village until his successor shall be duly elected ar.d qualifies, and 
ask to he advised whether your opinion is correct. 


I concur in your opinion. 
While tinder the expressed provision of subsection (3) of section 59.03. 


Stats., the office of president of the village (being ex officib a trustee— 
section 61.24, Stats) and supervisor may be held by the same person, the 
two offices are separate and distinct and should be placed upon the ballot 
and voted for at any election separately, 
ft is perfectly clear that the 


village caucus held under the provisions of section 5.27, Stats., has no 
power or authority to "consolidate" the two offices. 
Sec subsection (11 


of section 10.4S. 
The caucus having failed to nominate candidates for 


the office of a supervisor, except as it nominated candidates for the office 
of president, tinder the attempted consolidation, it was the duty of the 
village clerk in preparing the printed ballots to provide thereon a 
separate heading or office designation of "supervisor" with a blank space 
for the writing in of the name of the person for whom the voter might 
desire to vote for that office, as required by subsection (2) of ..section 10.48, 
Stats. 


I do not overlook the rule that the failure of the officers to perform 


their duties with reference to an election and the preparation of the ballot 
in the absence of fraud will not be allowed to defeat the will of the voters 
if that can be ascertained, but it seems in this instance impossible under 
the facts stated and the statutory and general rules of law governing the 
holding of elections to ascertain the intent of the voters. By the unauthorized 
act of the caucus the voters were denied the opportunity of voting separately 
for the two offices of'president and supervisor, and in the preparation of the 
ballot in accordance with such unauthorized act were left no means by which 
they could legally express their intention in making their choice. (See 
sections 6.25, 6,45, 6.60). 


No such office as president and supervisor of the village exists, and 


for that reason the certificate of election as president and supervisor is- 
sued to "O" is void and his oath of office filcd"is of no effect. 
Ko suc- 


cessor to "S" having been chosen, he is, in my opinion, the only legal 
incumbent of the office of supervisor and will continue to hold such 
office until his successor is legally ekcted and qualifies, and until that time 
should he recognized by the county clerk and all others as the. supervisor 
representing the village of McFarland oil the county board. 
It is to be 


understood that this opinion passes upon the legality of the- election as to 
the office of supervisor only.

Ekern today Issued a statement denouncing 
those newspapers that have attack«d the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin and Minnesota as "aliens and 
radicals" following the election of Magnus 
Johnson in Minnesota.

service^press of the country. The people of two 
great states, Minnesota and Wisconsin, are now 
being subjected to the assarits of the kept 
press because these people have preferred to 
enlist under the banner of forward looking: 
principles rather than to bow supinely to the 
profiteers, the tariff barons and the financial 
plutocrats. 


Great newspapers, prostituted by fhe power 


and the influence that organized wealth is able 
to wield, are again rendering service to their 
Masters. An editorial which has just appeared 
in the Chicago Tribune is once more illustrative 
of the manner in which sewspapers line up on 
the side of the exploiting interests as. against 
the side of the people. Its attitude is not new 
and is typical of the position taken by the 
press in general in every contest between the 
•people and privilege. The insistent determina- 
tion of the people of Minnesota and Wisconsin 
to preserve democracy and to restore govern- 
ment to the people has been the cainse of many 
venomous editorials in the Chicago Tribune. 


In an editorial of July IS, the Tribune seeks 


to conceal its disappointment over the election 
of Magnus Johnson in gratuitous insults to the 
citizens of Minnesota and Wisconsin. The ed- 
itorial presents a studied affront to the people 
of these great forward looking commonwealths 
who trace their ancestry to Germany, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Ireland and Poland.
